2. KWVM-lZ md KI8IT2-150 both realise that they are bairn; stalled in 
their insistence cn equipment few the two completed w/f operators# KIBITZ— 156 and 
KIBITZ-180, KIBITZ-15 has been told that other corttaitaento throughout th© world, 
e*g*, Korea, has priority over requirements in Germany, K£SXTZ-1$Q states the 
failure to produce the necessary eqrdpraent is raising a serious psychological 
question with both team, whose taambera cannot understand why they have had 
intensive W/f training and now cannot get the tools with which to operate* 

KIBITZ -l 1 } then reminded rae that all our work would bo in vain should the Soviets 
strike now* With this in mind, KIBITZ-15 requested that I notify ray superiors in 
Washington that he desires an official on-the-spot investigation of his operation 
as soon as possible aid if this is impossible, that both he aid his deputy (KXEITZ- 
1$0), with headquarters approval, would coma to Washington for official discussions* 
However, he said that he preferred the former course as it would be mere comprehensive 
and Washington canid get an inside look at his operations, men, bases, etc* (This 
offers a good opportunity for a survey, and since C 3 will not be

3* Paring our last meeting, KXBITZ-15 brou^it up several points which could 
have a definite bearing on pirn® for his net* Stating ttiat he now fully understands 
our motives in reducing his mob to a more controllable group with completely 
separated 2-3 rasa teams, he added that henceforth he will concentrate Inis efforts 
along thee© linos* to connection with the failure to provide equipment, which he is 
sure wo poseese, he saidi "Perhaps you or your superiors in Washington believe this 
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type of operation should be handlad in the future by the German govarnjflent* I 
oust stress that this operation should be handled as a western organisation, dver 
and above polities, so that it will be m ever-cmady or going unit even though one 
government should oast it aside* % reasoning is quit© obvious, take £m instance 
the »*»• J*, just es soon a a cw lcud~mouth©d government got word of It, ttoagr 
exposed it to the public* ibis is the sort of thing m aust be on guard against* 9 
to short, he seems to fear that his net is slot sly going to pot and that only an

o. A concealed compartment has bean completed in the attic of the 
KIBCCZ-IJJO residence* . 

d* A combination w/f storage place and operating; base is being 
constructed underground utilising an ancient tunnel system. 

This is progressing nicely, but will exceed our authorised 
amount* Tide base is to be utilised by KIBITZ-!#}, W9 t 
200 and 120*

correspondence between KiBfTJ-l? and a General TJPftfl £rm Bad PyrsBont. The General, 
contacted £2tt?Z-l5 in September, 1951 throu^ an ex-Colonsl $0ttfA3T£ who oaamnded 
the W0UH W regiment# stating that perhaps KB tl’2-1? could supply aom information, 
which ho (1XSd») needed for an article which he was writing • for the 

mmtmw (Military Science Periodical)# m:M said that his personal 
files perhaps contained this information but that hqy ware not easily obtainable 
since they mare "elngsTBauert" («slied-in or cached) in Chiaasee* 
answered saying that they should get together to discuss this matter -since it 
would be -mite difficult for him to cover the matter in writing* Subsequent 
letters in the main -criticized the BLAHS office and the present German Military 
Planning Staff in Bonn* The lest latter in the exchange was dated January# 1952*
